HE   commercial   department   of   Hagerstown    High    .^chocjl   has   grown   this 
rear  from  an  enrolhnent  of  sixtv-seven  to  eightv-three  students. 


Each  month  award  tests  have  been  taken  by  the  typewriting  classes  and  cer- 
tificates and  bronze,  silver,  and  gold  pins  given  to  those  writing  for  fifteen  min- 
utes with  a  limited  number  of  errors.  There  have  been  awarded  forty-eight  cer- 
tificates, twenty-two  pins  for  writing  forty  words  a  minute,  five  pins  for  fifty 
words,  and  three  sixt}-  word  pins. 

In  the  bookkeeping  class  each  student  acted  as  bookkeeper  for  a  grocer  the 
first  semester.  During  the  second  half  year's  work,  each  worked  on  a  model  set 
of  books  for  a  partnership  which  sold  hay.  grain,  and  coal.

AH  the  members  of  the  Corn  Club  and  guests  were  entertained  at  the  Rich- 
mond Leland  Hotel  at  a  big  banquet  during  the  County  Corn  Show. 

A  large  number  of  exhibits  were  shown  at  the  local  Institute. 

The  spray  truck  bought  for  the  department  was  kept  very  busy  during  the 
spraving  season,  applying  approximately  4,500  gallons  of  spray  on  fruit  trees  be- 
longing to  fifty-five  people.
